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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/09/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 5-9), filed 10/09/2009, with respect 
to the rejection of claims 1-12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art reference of record: Seki et al. (JP 2000- 
191974 A). 

Corresponding to the limitations set forth in claim 1 , Seki teaches a similar 
method but fails to teach (1) the addition of a humectant in the kneading process. (2) a

polymer having 60 wt% or more of styrene based on the total weight of the monomers, 
and (3) a solid content of the mixture during the kneading process . It may be said that 
the major difference between the claimed process and the prior art process is on the 
proportion of styrene in the polymer. The claimed amount of styrene is not obvious from 
the teachings of the prior art because increasing the styrene content implies an increase 
in the glass transition temperature. The claimed polymer is designed to have a high T g , 
as evidenced in claim 5, whereas the prior art polymer has a T g of -20 to 60°C.
